&*- shrubs, evergreens and hardy plants growing in our nurseries in 


Glen View, Illinois. 


In writing the descriptions of our trees and shrubs we have 
avoided the use of technical terms, giving briefly the striking charac- 
teristics of the plants and indicating the uses for which they are 
especially adapted. 

A visit to our nurseries is the best possible means of enabling intending 
purchasers to judge for themselves of the merits of the trees and plants we 
offer. Our nurseries are easily accessible, being one-fourth of a mile west of 
Glen View station, forty-five minutes from Chicago, on the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad. If a visit to the nurseries is not possible, the illustrations 
of this catalogue will convey an idea of the vigor and shapeliness of the stock, 
the distance between the rows, giving ample room for perfect development, and 
the high state of cultivation maintained. 


Our nurseries occupy 100 acres of rich rolling farm land. They are 
kept thoroughly fertilized with manure and are cultivated during the entire 
growing season. Our aim is to produce only the very highest quality of nursery 
stock rather than stock to sell cheaply. 


A duly appointed inspector from the office of the State Entomologist 
makes an inspection of our nurseries annually, and certifies that the growing 
nursery stock on the premises is free from the presence of San Jose scale or 
other dangerous insect or plant disease. For the text of the certificate issued 
by the State Entomologist, see page 83. 


We offer exceptionally large sizes which can be depended upon for pro- 
ducing immediate effects. It is our intention to supply this stock at the lowest 
price consistent with the quality and size of the plants offered. 


The prices quoted in the following pages are F. O. B. cars at Glen View. 
We will furnish fifty plants at hundred rates, five at ten rates, and single plants 
will be charged for at twenty per cent. advance over ten rates. 


No charge will be made for packing, except the actual cost of the 
material used, and carload lots will be packed free of charge. 


For a reasonable additional charge we will plant and warrant the trees 
and shrubs ordered from us. We will design the scheme of planting, arranging 
the groups of trees and shrubs so as to secure harmonious effects and to pro- 
duce pleasing contrasts of color and form. We will send our expert gardeners 
to prepare the ground for planting, and to plant the trees and shrubs in a cor- 
rect and scientific manner.

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mS FOR PRUNING 
LANTING 


HE first essential to successful planting is a thorough preparation 
of the ground, either by deep trenching or by digging large 
holes, refilling them with good fertile soil, and having them 


well drained. 


The second essential is the selection of well grown trees, 
free from any blemish or weakness, and with an abundance 
=! of fibrous roots. Granted the above conditions large trees 
may be transplanted as successfully as small ones, and they will produce shade 
and ornament at once, instead of many years later, as is the case with ordinary 
Rursery trees. 


Before setting the tree all bruised or broken roots should be cut back to 
the sound wood with a sharp knife. The tops should be pruned in propor- 
tion to the roots that have been cut. 


Our trees usually need very little pruning and our shrubs none at all. 


The tree should be set not more than three inches deeper than it stood 
in the nursery, as indicated by the soil mark on the trunk. The roots should 
be spread out in their natural positions, and as the fine soil is covered over 
them it should be tamped down solid and rammed between the roots, making 
sure that no air spaces are left under the tree. 


To obtain the best results it is necessary to give the tree good care for a 
year or two after planting. When the warm weather sets in the tree should 
be mulched, that is, fresh manure, about four inches thick, should be spread 
around the tree to hold the moisture in the earth. When the weather becomes 
very dry the tree should be watered frequently and the soil about it kept loose 
by hoeing, as in a corn field. 


To the repeated inquiry as to the best time and method of pruning 
deciduous trees and shrubs, it may be answered, that no single rule can be laid 
down that will apply to all cases. Shrubs, like trees, are pruned for different 
purposes, and what is good practice in one case may be ruinous in another. 
A tree for:the lawn requires different treatment from an avenue tree, and the 
rule for pruning an apple tree to induce an abundant yield of the best fruit 
would not apply to another tree where shade or ornament is desired. 


For general purposes, therefore, neither trees nor shrubs should ever be 
cut back so far as to impair their vigor; nor should they be pruned so as to 
destroy their natural outlines. They should rather have the weak shoots thinned 
out and their strong ones pruned cautiously so as to develop their best form. 


Shrubs like Spireea Van Houttei, which bloom early on wood of the previous 
year, where it is desired to secure abundant flowers, should not be pruned in 
autumn or early Spring but immediately after the blooming season. 

Shrubs that bloom late on wood of the current year, such as hydrangeas, 
roses, etc., should be pruned after the leaves fall in autumn or before they 
start in early spring.

The beautiful Norway Maple is acknowledged to be one of the most valuable 
shade trees in America. It thrives in both city and country environment. The 


specimen shown above is a fair example of the splendid trees we can furnish in 
this desirable variety. 


Everyone admires the sight of fruit trees in blossom, but few realize that 
every tree produces some form of bloom. In most cases the flowers are so 
inconspicuous they scarcely attract attention, but there are a few ornamental 
flowering trees which bear most beautiful blossoms followed by fruits whose 
form and color add much that is attractive in the fall landscape. 

The earliest of these trees to blossom is the Red Bud which flowers ir 
May, others blooming in the same month are the double-flowering Crab Apples 
and Plums, the Horse Chestnuts and the Bird and Wild Cherries. Those 
which flower in June are the Mountain Ash, the Thorns, the Locusts and 
the Catalpas.

Cercis Canadensis. Judas Tree or Red Bud. 


The Red Bud is a low growing tree with a flat spreading head, hardy as 
far north as Canada and as far south as Virginia. It has something of the 
habit of the apple tree, and in early spring, when it is covered from its trunk 
to the tips of its leafless branches with small rose-colored pea-like blossoms, it is 
truly a sight to inspire the admiration and wonder even of one accustomed to 
observe the marvels of plant life. 

The origin of the name Judas Tree is to be found in the legend which tells 
how this tree, glowing red in the spring time, was said to blush because Judas 
hanged himself upon it.
